SPECIAL LIBRARIES ON THE DEAF 


The work for the deaf, especially that form of the work 
which deals with education, has established itself as a 
recognized profession. It requires a high degree of skill, 
together with a greater or less measure of specialized 
training, for its successful prosecution. It carries with it, 
on the one hand, all the honor and dignity and, on the 
other hand, all the obligations and responsibilities belong- 
ing to a profession. A feature characteristic of a profes- 
sion, and advancing with its advancement, is the building 
up of records, or a library, to show forth the achievements 
of the past, and to furnish a basis and a stimulus for 
progress in the future. As its value and worth and stand- 
ing are recognized, and as esteem and regard for it and 
pride in it are called forth from those who follow it, the 
demand becomes insistent for a special library. The library 
comes to be looked upon as an essential appurtenance of 
the work itself, and constitutes at once a source of strength 
and of hope. 


Let us see to what extent special libraries on the subject 
of the deaf or of deaf-mutism have been created, so far as 
may be indicated from a survey of libraries containing 
matter in the English language. Libraries of this kind 
may be grouped into three divisions: Libraries in institu- 
tions or schools for the deaf; general public libraries, espe- 
cially in cities; and libraries of educational institutions. 


In schools for the deaf on the whole in the United 
States special libraries have not as yet made notable head- 
way. The greater number are without what may be called 
extensive or comprehensive libraries. In most there are 
fairly complete files of their own reports and of matter 
directly concerned with their own work. Only the smaller 
number have anything like full collections of reports and 
other publications of schools in general, or of matter deal- 
ing with the general work of the deaf of the country. In 
but a few has there been an attempt to bring together a 
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wide and varied amount of literature upon the subject. 
In but a few, also, may the libraries be said to be organ- 
ized in a systematic manner or planned with regard to 
future as well as to past developments. In several institu- 
tions, however, there have been accumulated considerable 
literature upon the subject of the deaf, some of it of great 
value because of its antiquity or rarity. 

In general public libraries, literature upon the deaf is 
rather limited. Libraries of the smaller cities have very 
little; those of the larger cities have greater collections, 
though seldom of wide extent, and often of a varied or 
miscellaneous character. Complete school reports are not 
often to be met with. There are, however, two public 
libraries in the United States which have far larger and 
fuller collections of works upon the deaf. These are the 
New York Public Library and the Library of Congress at 
Washington. Each contains a vast amount of literature 
upon many subjects, among which literature upon the deaf 
has due representation, though in neither can the field be 
said to be entirely covered. The Library of Congress is 
the best of public libraries on the subject in the country. 
The library in connection with the office of the Surgeon 
General of the United States Army is, in some respects, 
a notable one, though its material relates primarily to the 
medical aspects of deafness. 

What is said of public libraries in the United States 
may be said with little modification of the libraries of 
educational institutions. The smaller libraries have as a 
general thing very little matter concerned with the deaf; 
the larger libraries have only a limited amount. Certain 
special libraries of social welfare organizations make a 
somewhat better showing. A few of them are assiduously 
building up what promise in time to be excellent collec- 
tions of work on the deaf. Their matter, however, deals 
mostly with modern practical problems; there is little of 
a historical nature. 

The largest and fullest library upon the subject in the 
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United States is that of the Volta Bureau at Washington. 
From its beginning it has sought to secure all possible 
matter dealing with deafness and deaf-mutism, and of re- 
cent years especially matter concerned with the hard of 
hearing. At preesnt it has a wide and growing collection 
of literature upon practically every phase of the subject. 
It holds a high place among the few really comprehensive 
libraries on the deaf in the world. 

Investigation of special libraries on deafness in England 
has been limited, though some idea of the situation has — 
been gleaned from inquiries with persons in a position to 
know. Most of the schools have a nucleus of a library; 
and some have rather considerable collections, though few 
have extensive collections of a wide range. In the more 
general libraries of Great Britain, both of cities and of 
educational institutions, there are scattered works of vary- 
ing size upon the deaf. Some contain matter of great 
interest from an historical standpoint. At the British 
Museum in London, that vast treasure-house of knowledge 
upon all subjects, there is not a little noteworthy litera- 
ture upon the deaf, though because of the lack of a sub- 
ject cataloguing in earlier times it cannot be known at 
present just how much material upon the deaf is hidden 
away within its venerable walls. 

There are in England several special libraries on the 
deaf which are worthy of note. One is the library of the 
Guild of St. John of Beverly in London, which is of com- 
paratively recent creation. It goes into several fields, and 
possesses rare collections of works upon the psychology of 
the deaf, works of deaf authors, works upon sound, and 
like works. Its news clippings upon the deaf and deaf- 
ness are enormous in number. It also has an extensive set 
of photographs of individuals concerned in the work for 
the deaf and of various activities for the deaf. A larger 
portion of the books in this library have been donated or 
lent by Mr. Selwyn Oxley, who has taken a special interest 
in the subject. 
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Another great library upon the deaf in England is that 
at the University of Manchester, appropriately named the 
Arnold Collection, after that great and devoted teacher 
of the deaf. It is a library in which the educators of the 
deaf have taken particular interest; and contributions to 
it have come from many sources. Its selection of the Uni- 
versity of Manchester as its depository has been an honor 
to that institution and to the cause of the deaf alike. This 
library has stressed works concerned with the instruction 
of the deaf; as a pedagogical library it probably has no 
equal anywhere, at least in the English language. A fac- 
tor of special merit in this library is its full cataloguing 
system, one that is being added to as new accessions are 
received. 

A third special library in Great Britain on the deaf, 
though smaller than either of the foregoing, is that of the 
National Institute for the Deaf in London. 


In the present survey no attempt has been made to 
examine libraries on the Continent of Europe, or libraries 
in other than the English language. From what has been 
learned, the largest special libraries on the Continent con- 
cerned with the deaf are those at Leipsig, Germany; 
Trondhjem, Norway; Nyborg, Denmark; Groningen, Hol- 
land; Berne, Switzerland; Paris, France; and Milan, 
Italy. Some of these are reported to be excellent. 


All interested in or devoted to the great work for the 
deaf may find much gratification in the growing con- 
sciousness of the importance of a known and measured 
literature upon the subject, together with a growing desire 
to see the need supplied. In coming years we may have 
little doubt that there will be larger and more systematic 
collections of works upon the deaf, and that far more will 
be known of them.

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METHODS OF INSTRUCTION IN AMERICAN 
SCHOOLS FOR THE DEAF 


The ‘‘Methods of Instruction’? named in the following Tabular 
Statement may be defined as follows: 


I. The Manual Method.—Signs, the manual alphabet, and writing 
are the chief means used in the instruction of the pupils, and the 
principal objects aimed at are mental development and facility in 
the comprehension and use of written language. The degree of 
relative importance given to these three means varies in different 
schools; but is a difference only in degree, and the end aimed at 
is the same in all. 


II. The Manual Alphabet Method.—The manual alphabet and 
writing are the chief means used in the instruction of the pupils, 
and the principal objects aimed at are mental development and 
facility in the comprehension and use of written language. Speech 
and speech-reading are taught to all of the pupils in the schools 
recorded as following this method, 


III. The Oral Method.—Speech and speech-reading, together with 
writing, are made the chief means of instruction, and facility in 
speech and speech-reading, as well as mental development and 
written language is aimed at. There is a difference in different 
schools in the extent to which the use of natural signs is allowed 
in the early part of the course, and also in the prominence given 
to writing as an auxiliary to speech and speech-reading in the 
course of instruction; but they are differences only in degree, and 
the end aimed at is the same in all. In most of the Oral schools, 
and with some of the pupils in some of the Combined-System 
schools, as reported in the following Tabular Statement, the manual 
alphabet and sign language are never used by any employee of the 
school. 


IV. The Auricular Method.—The hearing of semi-deaf pupils is 
utilized and developed to the greatest possible extent and, with or 
without the aid of artificial appliances, their education is carried 
on chiefly through the use of speech and hearing, together with 
writing. The aim of the method is to graduate its pupils as hard- 
of-hearing speaking people instead of deaf-mutes. 


V. The Combined System.—Speech and speech-reading are regarded 
as very important, but mental development and the acquisition 
of language are regarded as still more important. It is believed 
that in some cases mental development and the acquisition of 
language can be best promoted by the Manual or the Manual Al- 
phabet method, and, so far as circumstances permit, such method is 
chosen for each pupil as seems best adapted for his individual case. 
Speech and speech-reading are taught where the measure of suc- 
cess seems likely to justify the labor expended, and in some of the 
classrooms of most of the Combined-System schools the Oral or the 
Auricular method is strictly followed.

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SCHOOL ITEMS 


Florida School_—The contract has just been let for the 
second unit of the boys’ dormitory. This building will 
probably be ready for use before the close of the present 
school term. The first unit of the girls’ dormitory has 
just been completed and is now occupied. A Miehle No. 
3 printing press has been added to the equipment of 
the printing department. 

Idaho School.—During the past year the following im- 
provements in the school plant were made: 

A cement coal bin, thirty by forty feet, was constructed 
directly south of the power plant for the storing of 
slack coal. 

A cement vegetable cellar, thirty by thirty feet, was 
also constructed south of the kitchen which is located in 
the main building. This cellar contains a room eight 
by eight feet for the housing of all transformers and 
meters. All power wires on the school ym were 
placed in underground conduits. 


A cement building plastered with California stucco was 
erected west of the gymnasium and is being used as a 
garage, plumbing shop, paint room and storage room. 

New concrete floors were laid in the general dining 
rooms and covered with battleship linoleum. The entire 
basement of the girls’ dormitory was completed and 
covered with linoleum. The northern end of this base- 
ment contains a large recreation room and the other rooms 
are used for rhythm training rooms, domestic science, 
rug weaving, basketry and the library for the deaf. 

Improvements on the campus consisted of a gravel 
road with cement curbing extending from the northwest 
corner of the campus to the east end of the gymnasium 
by the way of the boys’ dormitory. 

The art, domestic science and manual training depart- 
ments were completely equipped with up-to-date equip- 
ment. 
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The above changes were installed at a total cost of 
$21,748.54. 

Lousiana School_—The greatly increased attendance 
has made it necessary to employ two extra teachers at the 
beginning of the term. 

At the last session of the legislature an appropriation 
of $175,000 was given the school for building purposes. 
Two new dormitories will be erected and made ready for 
the session of 1929-1930. 

North Carolina School.—We learn from the Deaf Caro- 
linian of September 22, 1928, that a new plan as part of 
the industrial course has been instituted. The arrange- 
ment contains promise of good results, and we hope the 
school authorities give it a thorough trial. It is best 
described in the words of the school paper itself. 

This year we introduce a new department in our industrial train- 
ing part of work—-that of Manual Arts. This department occupies 
the entire space on the first floor of our new Trades Building with 
Mr. Glenn R. Hawkins as instructor in charge. Mr. Hawkins 
comes to us highly recommended and during the past two weeks 
of school session he has given evidence that he’s ‘‘the right man 
in the right place.’’ He has taken courses in Manual Arts at 
the Kansas State College for Teachers, and is well qualified to 
take up the responsible work of starting boys on their industrial 
training. 

Here is where the most important part of industrial instruction 
is given. Here boys get the fundamentals of handiwork and brain- 
work before they go into their chosen vocation of printing, ear- 
pentry, tailoring, ete., for thorough training before they set out 
into the world. Lessons in mechanical drawing will also be a part 
of the course. 

Two classes of twelve boys of intermediate grades each have 
been formed and have begun work in earnest. The shop is equipped 


with twelve modern workbenches and five latest Oliver wood 
machines with individual electric motors.

The State Institution for the Deaf and Dumb at Leip- 
zig (Die Staatliche Taubstummen-Anstalt zu Leipzig’, 
1778-1928. Publishers, Bibliographischen Institut, Leip- 
zig. pp. 163. 
April 14, 1928 marked the 150th anniversary of the 
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opening by Samuel Heinicke of the first state school for 
the deaf, that at Leipzig in Saxony. To make this occa- 
sion a noteworthy one, members of the faculty of the 
Leipzig institution collaborated in a labor of love to 
record in book form a complete history of the school, 
bringing it down to the present day. Although the 
volume, a beautiful example of the printer’s art, bears 
the simple title given above, it nevertheless presents a 
most instructive panorama review of the German system 
of instruction of the deaf as typified by the activities of 
the Leipzig institution. The book is published under the 
editorial direction of Franz Wegwitz, present head of 
the school. 

The contents include the following topics, a separate 
section being devoted to each: The Present Status of the 
Leipzig Institution for the Deaf and Dumb, by Franz 
Weewitz; Concerning the History of the Leipzig Institu- 
tion, by Johannes Schlenkrich; The Psychologie and 
Phonetic Laboratory of the Leipzig Institution, by Ru- 
dolph Lindner; Provision for the Care of the Deaf at the 
Leipzig Institution, by Alfred Schneider; The German 
Museum of Instruction of the Deaf at Leipzig as Seat 
of Collection, Research and Learning, by Paul Schumann. 

Ervin, Annie McDowell. Reading by Grades. An 
outline of work in reading. North Carolina School for 
the Deaf, Morganton. 1927. Price, 25 cents. pp. 48. 

A very valuable manual is a booklet of 48 pages on 
‘Reading by Grades,’’ by Miss Annie McDowell Ervin, 
assistant principal in the North Carolina School. The 
outline, prepared especially to meet the needs of the 
program of a school for the deaf, shows careful study 
and excellent arrangement. A special feature, also, is 
to be found in six pages of Notes to the Teacher. 

The Healing of Rodolphe Grivel, Congenital Deaf- 
Mute. A series of letters written by Fabre d’Olivet in 
1811. Translated into English by Nayan Louise Redfield. 
Putnams. 1927. 
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Review contributed by Mr. Selwyn Oxley, missionary 
worker among the deaf in England. 

A few notes in reference to this captivating book may 
be of interest to readers of the ANNALS. 

The author seems to have been a most interesting philo- 
sophical personage of his time and to have investigated 
many other aspects of the social state of man and to have 
interested himself in the study of Hebrew, ete. We note 
that his supposed method of cure was difficult and un- 
known to modern savants but well-known to the ancients 
and discovered by him through his meditations upon 
Chinese, Parsee, Egyptian and other Eastern tradition. 

Rodolphe Grivel was a deaf lad from Geneva in Switzer- 
land who was educated by the Abbé Sicard in Paris. As 
Fabre d’Olivet also attempted to cure several other deaf 
persons, Napoleon ordered a royal commission to sit at 
the Paris Government Institute. From the report drawn 
up and signed by Sicard we find that the boy was not 
much better as a result of his treatment. This throws 
valuable light on an interesting period of early French 
history and proves that, as in these days, there were 
those who were probably deceived, as the commission 
found. 

The book takes the form of a series of letters and ex- 
planations with comments together with an appendix 
dealing with the whole matter, and should be read by all 
who are interested in the deaf and their treatment. l- 
though there seems to have been no intention of victim- 
izing those whom he came into contact with, there is no 
evidence that he greatly benefited them. But to have this 
incident recorded is of real use to those who are striving 
to lighten the lot of those handicapped by the serious 
disability of deafness.

‘‘Three Problem Children’’ and ‘‘The Problem Child in 
School,’’ the two previous studies by Miss Sayles, her 
new volume, ‘‘The Problem Child at Home,’’ will prove 
an appealing work. The problems that beset childhood 
are now being subjected to analytic scrutiny, and this new 
book is an important addition to the literature in this 
field. It is based upon a study of some 200 case records 
of children registered at clinics established in recent 
years in a number of the larger American cities under 
the direction of the Commonwealth Fund’s program 
for the development of child guidance clinics and visit- 
ing teacher service. 

A brief review of the contents of the book reveals the 
thoroughness with which the subject is treated. Part I 
is devoted to a study of the emotional satisfactions which 
parents and children seek in each other, involving the 
emotional needs of the child, the satisfaction of normal 
parental love, the satisfaction of exaggerated parental 
love, the satisfaction of parental ideals, the satisfaction 
of the dominating tendency, and finally the favoritisms, 
antagonisms and jealousies that may arise from the 
effort to obtain these satisfactions. Part II deals with 
the erroneous conceptions which often affect parent-child 
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relationships, involving misconceptions concerning child 
nature, sex development and sex practices, the child’s 
obligations toward his parents, discipline, and heredity. 
Part III gives in narrative form a series of twelve case 
histories of boys and girls who have come under study 
at the clinics and which illustrate well the variety of 
influences that may operate to warp the nature of 
children. 

The book reflects the practical experience of psychia- 
trists, psychologists and social workers, rather than the 
theoretical conclusions of any one individual. For the 
teacher who hopes to take the correct attitude toward 
the children in her room, a careful reading of Miss 
Sayles’s book will be well worth while. 


MISCELLANEOUS 


Continuation of Dr. Gault’s Work—Dr. Robert H. 
Gault has removed his Vibro-Tactile Research Laboratory 
to Evanston and Chicago, Ill. He has laboratory space with 
the Department of Psychology in Northwestern Univer- 
sity, where he is carrying on his fundamental experiments 
with the cooperation of his staff and the faculty of the 
Department of Psychology. He has the codperation, also, 
of the Speech Clinic in the University School of Speech 
and of the Otological Clinic in the Medical School of the 
University. 

The Board of Education of Chicago has given him com- 
plete responsibility for the training and education of a 
group of deaf children in one of the public schools of 
the city. Miss Marné Lauritsen, who is entering upon 
her third year as a member of the laboratory staff, is 
directly in charge of teaching this group. Dr. George 
W. Crane, who is now entering upon his sixth year with 
the laboratory, is preparing, day by day, together with 
Miss Lauritsen, under Dr. Gault’s general direction, a 
great deal of new material for educational purposes in 
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schools for the deaf. This material is also being put 
into practical use. The teletactor is in all-day use as an 
aid in interpretation and expression of speech on the 
part of the deaf pupils. 

A control group has been placed at the disposal of 
the laboratory staff. Various capacity tests have been 
applied to both the experimental and the control group, 
so that the relative progress of the two groups ean be 
determined. 


Aviation and Hearing.—Lieut. Col. Levy M. Hathaway, 
Flight Surgeon in the office of the Chief of the Army Air 
Corps, Washington, is quoted in an article in the New 
York Times, November 11, 1928, on the physical and 
mental reactions experienced by fliers. Of particular in- 
terest are his comments on the influence of flying upon the 
sense of hearing. Indirectly, the explanation of the effects 
involved gives a definite denial to the theory that airplane 
stunting will aid in alleviating deafness; on the contrary, 
an impairment of hearing would tend to be aggravated. 

Lieut. Col. Hathaway’s remarks in this connection 
follow : 


Defective hearing is common among aviators and is generally 
considered occupational. Many fliers are slightly deaf though it may 
not be noticeable except through watch test or audiometer. Deaf- 
ness tends to progress in fliers. The roar of a 400-horsepower 
engine is terrific. Conversation is drowned in its presence. Com- 
munication is by signals. This noise, together with the effects of 
rapidly changing atmospheric pressure on the delicate structures of 
the auditory apparatus, soon dulls the sense of hearing. These 
effects are cumulative, becoming permanent with continued exposure 
to the cause. 

Prolonged exposure to cold winds causes and aggravates catarrhal 
processes in the upper respiratory passages, and these extending to 
the middle ear produce sclerosis and retraction of the membrana 
tympani, occasionally resulting in otitis media. The labyrinth is 
probably badly shaken up on occasions and we do not know how 
much it may be damaged or deranged by such rough treatment, but 
the principal changes are probably in the middle ear and its outer 
wall, the tympanic membrane. 

It is unsafe to fly with obstructed eustachian tubes, since the 
unequal pressure so engendered has caused intense earache, tempo- 
rary disturbances of vestibular equilibrium, and even resulted in 
ruptured ear drums. Forced landings have been recorded in such 


cases. 
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Seasonal Variation in the Growth of Children—An 
example of the type of projects that may be carried out 
in a school for the deaf, and from which can be obtained 
data that may be turned to practical use, is suggested in 
a series of experiments conducted in the past two years 
at the Kansas School. The experiments are described in 
detail in the Thirty-third Biennial Report of the school 
(for the two years ending June 30, 1928). 


Name of project: A study of the seasonal variation in the 
growth of children. 

Project leaders: Margaret Justin and Margaret Chaney. 

During the past biennium this project has considered factors 
affecting the seasonal variation in the growth of children. The 
work which at first included three state institutions has been car- 
ried on only at the State School for the Deaf at Olathe, Kansas. 

The plan of the experiment has been practically the same as that 
originally formulated. Healthy children from five to eleven years 
of age were the subjects; in 1926 to 1927, 77 cases; in 1927 to 
1928, 66 cases. The children were divided into three groups as 
evenly as possible regarding number, sex and age. As far as it 
could be arranged, children have been continued from year to year 
in the group to which they were originally assigned. 

For all children in the experiment the regular routine of the school 
has been retained. Chiidren in one of the three groups, designated 
as the orange group, received daily the equivalent of two oranges. 
This was given as orange juice made from Califorange, a concen- 
trated orange juice obtained gratis from the Exchange Orange 
Products Company. This orange juice has been biologically tested 
and its vitamin C content demonstrated. 

The children in another group, known as the light group, re- 
ceived irradiation from an Alpine lamp. The ultra violet treatments 
were efficiently given by the school nurse, Mrs. Carey, under the 
supervision of Doctor Jones, physician at the school. The children, 
stripped and with their eyes protected, lay at a distance of thirty 
inches from the lamp for a five-minute period, on alternating days, 
Sunday excepted. 

The third group of children was used as controls, and had no 
addition to the regular routine of the school. 

Due to unavoidable conditions, in neither year was it possible to 
begin orange and light treatments at once in the fall. In 1926 to 
1927 both irradiation and orange juice were given beginning in 
January. In 1927 to 1928 orange juice was supplied from December 
1 on, and light treatments were given first on February 16. 

At intervals throughout the study the diet of the children was 
observed, and was found to be fairly adequate. A liberal supply of 
milk, other protein foods, carbohydrate and fat were given; raw 
fruits and vegetables were supplied less liberally. 

Data have been secured from Mrs. Carey concerning illnesses of 
the children and in any instance in which sickness was considered 
as retarding growth, the case was dropped from the study. 
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At monthly intervals throughout the school year the children 
were weighed. During 1926 to 1927 heights were measured in Sep- 
tember, January, and in May; during 1927 to 1928 heights were 
taken monthly. 

The data collected have been compiled and it has been found 
that— 


1. There is a definite seasonal variation in growth in all three 
groups of children. “he growth throughout the fall months 
is much greater than that during the late winter months. 
There is a spurt in growth between March and April. 


2. There is a tendency for a greater variation in the growth of 
boys than of girls. 


3. The girls have averaged a greater actual gain during the 
school year than have the boys. 


4. There is a variation in growth during different years. 


It would seem from these data that the seasonal variation in 
growth of children is not due to deficiency of vitamin C in the 
diet or to lack of ultra violet light. 


However, it must be remembered that the orange and light treat- 
ments were not begun until the period of accelerated growth was 
near or at its close. If there is a beneficial effect of the diet or 
light which carries over, the treatment should be begun earlier. 
Therefore, next fall it seems advisable to repeat the test, making 
a special effort to begin the orange juice and irradiation in Sep- 
tember. In all other respects the project will be carried on as it 
has been before. 

Second Conference on Problems of the Deaf and Hard 
of Hearing.—Continuing the movement inaugurated a 
year ago, a Second Conference on Problems of the Deaf 
and Hard of Hearing, under the auspices of the Division 
of Anthropology and Psychology of the National Research 
Council, will be held in Washington, D. C., February 1-2, 
1929. The business of the conference will be to consider 
the report of a special committee on research, and to make 
such recommendations as it sees fit. 


The original membership of the conference has been 
enlarged to include all the members of the various sub- 
committees appointed since the first meeting, as well as 
other prominent individuals concerned with the problems 
of impaired audition. 


The deliberations and decisions of the conference give 
promise of leading to notable advances in the special field 
of the deafened.
